EXPANSION OF “PAN” AND 
. LOEW INTERESTS CONTINUES 


Alexander Pantages Going Right Ahead With New 
Theaters, While Marcus Loew Plans To 
Spend Millions on Houses in South 
and Middle West 


San Francisco, Jan. 3.—While noth- 
ing definite has yet been announced 
regarding the reported Pantages-Or- 
pheum affiliation the fact that nego- 
tiations between Meyerfeld and Pan- 
tages have been going on for some 
time {s well known here. But only to- 
day has it leaked out exactly what the 
skirmishing was ell about. 

Marcus Loew, with his proposed 
chain of theaters from Coast to Coast, 
can offer the vaudeartist, so it is said, 
100 weeks’ work. It was to counter- 
act this inducement to the actor to 
forsake the so-called big-time for two 
years’ consecutive work that the Or- 
pheum people decided to buy the Pan- 
tages Circuit, sending such big acts 
over that time that would effectually 
Sjuelch Loew's ambition to control 
the vaudeville industry. 

Pantages was approached, cajoled 
and entreated to sell his circuit out- 
right to the Orpheum interests. He 
made them a proposition, they made 
him a counter offer, and for weeks.the 
negotiations have been see-sawing un- 
til the Meyerfeld interests, so it is al- 
leged, boldly informed Pantages that 
unless he would sell they would build 
themselves a string of three-a-day 
houses covering every town in which 
Pantages had a theater. 

What effect this had on the Seattle 
magnate is not known, but the fact 
remains that he is going right ahead 
with the expansion of his circuit, ap- 
parently heeding nobody’s 4udgment 
but his own, 

He will install in his new theater in 
Los Angeles a mammoth p!pe organ 
costing a small fortune. In front of 
the theater will be found a set of 
chimes which can be heard for blocks, 
this instrument being controlled from 
the organ keyboard. Harry Girard 
has already been engaged as general 
musical director, and similar organs 
are to be installed in all of Pantages’ 
new houses, as well as in Minneapolis, 
Winntper, Vancouver, Spokane, Seat- 
tle, Tacoma, Portland and also in his 
new theater {n San Francisco, for 
which the location has already been 
selected. While Loew is busy build- 
ing his theater here, just across the 
street from the present Pantages lo- 
cation, a new Pantages theater will be 
in course of construction in another 
locality. 

It is stated that Pantages’ ultimate 
idea will be to have the symphony or- 
chestra, organ, feature picture and 
vaudeville etyle of show as now being 
given at the Capitol Theater, New 
York. 

Pantages w'll form his own motion 
picture producing company to fur- 


nish his circuit with exclusive movies. 
He has always attributed his succéss 
to the fact that he has kept clear from 
all affiliations or partnerships, and as 
his heart and soul is in his business, 
altho immensely wealthy, it does not 
seem reasonable to suppose that he 
will dispose of his valuable property 
at this time. 

Did you ever stop to ponder over 
the fact that Pantages has not one 
single house in any town where the 
Keith people enter, but that he has a 
theater in nerir'y every city where an 
Orpheum house is to be found? And 
Mr. Albee thinks a whole lot of Mr. 
Pantages! 


Atlanta, Ga., Jan. 3.—Announce- 
ment that the Marcus Loew interests 
will expend about $10,000,000 in build- 
ing new theaters thruout the South 
and Middle West during 1920 ws 
made Thursday to a representative of 
The Billboard by Lionel Keene, assist- 
ant manager of the Southern office in 
Atlanta. All of these operations will 
be handled thru the Southern office 
and vaudeville and film bookings will 
be carried thru the Southern circuit. 

The Loew interests are now building 
theaters at Memphis and Birmingham, 
which approximate an expenditure of 


about $3,500,000. Definite negotia- 
tions are in progress to build theaters 
in New Orleans, Chattanooga and Nor- 
folk. In addition to these projects 
the company plans, Mr. Keene said, to 
either build new theaters or acquire 
theaters already built in the cities of 
Indianapolis, Cincinnati, Des Moines, 
Tulsa and St. Joseph. At Knoxville 
and Nashville two theaters recently 
purchased by the Loew interests are 
being completely remodeled. 


Those theaters now being erected 
in Memphis are the Palace and the 
Metropolitan. The former will have 
a seating capacity of 2,700 and will 
show pictures exclusively, with music 
by a large symphony orchestra. It is 
costing $1,500,000 and will probably 
be the most modern and up-to-date 
moving picture house in the entire 
South. It will be completed about 
January 1, 1921. 

The Metropolitan is being Dduilt in 
connection with an office building 
and will also gost $1,500,000. The 
seating capacit? will be 3,000 and it 
will be ready for opening about Sep- 
tember 1, 1920. It will run on the 
usuel Loew policy, with feature pic- 
ures and Loew vaudeville, booked thru 
the Southern Circuit in Atlanta. 


No name has been selected as yet 
for the new theater being erected at 
Birmingham, but Mr. Keene stated 
that it would probably be called Loew’s 
Metropolitan. It will also run on the 
usual Loew policy. The cost is $500,- 
000 and the seating capacity 2,790. It 
will be completed about January 1, 
1921. 

Marcus Loew and Edward A. Schil- 
ler, the latter manager of the South- 
ern office, recently visited Norfolk to 
inspect a site for the proposed Loew 
theater there. A lot was purchased 
and definite announcement of the

A committee was appointed to deal 
with the deposit system in the State 
of New York. The following mem- 
bers constitute the committee: Harold 
B. Franklin, chairman; Charles Hay- 
man, W. H. Linton and Irving M. Sal- 
yerds. 

An invitation had been received 
from the conference of Mayors of the 
State of New York to attend a hearing 
to be given by the conference on the 
question of State regulation of motion 


pictures. It was decided to accept the 
invitation, and the committee will be 
represented at the conference. 


Measures were taken to provide 
cheaper insurance for exhibitors in the 
State. 


In the matter of advertising on the 
screen it was decided to adhere to the 
original plan of not favoring any par- 
ticular exhibitor, but of having a 
neutral releasing agency to which all 
educational and industrial films with 
an advertising message will be re- 
ferred. Under this plan any producer 
may offer his reels and they will all be 
judged by the same standards.

STILL MISSING 


Is Canadian Theatrical Man 


Foul Play Is Feared by Friends 
of A. J. Small, Who Disap- 


peared Five Weeks Ago 


. (New York, Jan. 3.—No trace of An- 
drew J. Small, Canadian theatrical 
magnate, who disappeared about five 
weeks ago, has been found and his 
friends fear that he has met with foul 
play. Relatives and business asso- 
ciliates of Mr. Small have engaged the 
services of several Canadian and 
American detective agencies, which 
are conducting a thoro search for the 
missing manager. The police of all 
towns in Canada and the United States 
have been furnished his description 
and instructed to keep a sharp look- 
out for any information concerning 
Mr. Small. 

The disappearance of Mr. Smal! is 
one of the most baffling mysteri 
that has ever confronied the police o 
the country. Small closed out his ex- 
tensive Canadian interests, which in- 
cluded theaters in Ottawa, Toronto, 
Hamilton, Montreal and London, De- 
cember 1, and was paid a deposit of 
$1,000,000 by the purchasers, Trans- 
Canadian Theaters, Ltd. On the day 
after he had banked the million in 
Toronto Small! disappeared and abso- 
lutely no trace of him has been found 
since. He had little cash with him, 
and there have been no withdrawals 
from any of the Canadian banks where 
he has deposits. 

For the first week his absence 
aroused little uneasiness, but as the 
time lengthened relatives and friends 
became alarmed, and while at first the 
family asserted they were aware of 
Mr. Small’s whereabouts they were 
finally obliged to admit that they did 
not. Attorney E. M. W. Flock, of 
London, Can., who handled the big 
deal for Small, is of the opinion that 
he either was murdered or is being 
held against his will. New York 
friends, however, are inclined to the 
belief that he either met with some 
accident or may have become the vic- 
tim of loss of memory.

Broadway Playhouses Reap Golden Harvest—Hippo- 


drome Leads With $14,000 —“Wayfarer’” 


Stages Special Pageant To Wel- 
come the New Year 


New York, Jan. 3.—While the high 
prices asked for seats by New York 
theaters held the receipts down to less 
than was expected, New Year’s Eve 
Was, nevertheless, a golden harvest 
for the theaters. It is estimated that 
the theaters in the Broadway district 
took in at the box-office more than 
$300,000. 

The Hippodrome show topped them 
all, its total receipts for the evening 
being $14,000. The Century, with 
“Aphrodite,” took in about $10,000, 
and the midnight show on the Cen- 
tury Roof took in a!most as much. 
The receipts of the “Ziegfeld Follies” 
was not far from $10,000. 

At most of the playhouses the price 
set on tickets was $5.50, including war 
tax, but the two midnight shows 
charged $11. The top price at the Hip- 
podrome was $4.40. 

At the roof shows there were special 
stunts to mark the advent of the new 
year. In Madison Square Garden after 
the performance of “The Wayfarer,” 
the pageant which is being presented 
there by the Interchurch World Move- 
ment, there was a grecting of the new 
year at which a huge throng as- 
sembled. At the close of the per- 
formance the Garden was thrown open 
to the public, the 8,000 who had been 
there all evening for the most part 
remaining seated. The extra space 
accommodated almost as many more, 
and there was a grand scramble for

The principal roles were sung by 
George Baklanoff, Evelyn Herbert, 
Edna Drach and Emma Noe, all of 
whom won much applause. The audi- 
ence was insistent with calls for Mr. 
de Koven until he finally came upon 
the stage with the members of the 
cast and madg a ehort speech. 

“Rip Van Winkle” can be counted 
ac a bi¢ step toward the coming of 
American opera, and great credit 
should be given to the Chicago Opera 
Association for making its production 
possible.

STORIES OF SUCCESS 


By WILLIAM J. HILLIAR 


NO. 4—FROM PRINTER’S “DEVIL” TO CIRCUS SIDE-SHOW KING 


The State of Indiana has produced many famous men of letters and lu- 
minaries of the show world, and to the progressive city of Crawfordsville be- 
longs the credit for giving to us @ man whose magnetic influence and person- 
ality have revolutionized a very important branch of the circus business. 

Barely having passed the age of fourteen, we find him working at his first 
job, a printer’s devil, on the local Review, but from the day that a loquacious 
press agent, heralding the advent of the Adam Forepaugh Circus, came into 
the little newspaper office and told of the wonders of his aggregation, our little 
ruddy-cheeked lad made up his mind that he wanted to “go with a circus.” 

He begged his foreman to grant him a day off to see the show, but was re- 
fused. The spirit of determination, which in later years has characterized his 
every action, asserted itself, and, after sorrowfully gazing at the gaily-colored 
posters on a billboard across the street, he left the printing establishment flat, 
and for several weeks “trailed” the circus, doing odd jobs, but never missed 
witnessing a single performance in the big top. 

Returning to Crawfordsville in the fall, he spent two years at a local school. 
In Angus, Ia., he learned to play the tuba with the local band, and then joined 
the “Barline family,” but his cacophonous attempts at harmony so jarred on 
his employer’s nerves and patience that his engagement only lasted for three 
weeks. 

We next find him at Coney Island, New York, “tal'ting” in front of Prof. 
Wirth’s Museum at Brighton Beach Pavilion, which featured the head of Pres- 
ident Garfield’s assassin. 

In 1890, when the Barnum & Bailey Circus played at 110th street and Fifth 
avenue, New York, he joined the show, obtaining employment as a reserved 
seat ticket seller. On June 9%, the same season, he joined the side-show forces 
under Hagar and Henshaw, as assistant to William (Pop) Henshaw, and has 
continued in that line of endeavor until the present time. 

He spent two years in Great Britain with Barnum & Bailev, and one sea- 
son with the Buffalo Bill Show, managing side-shows, stands and concert, which 
he organized in the United States prior to sailing 

During the London engagement he gave private exhibitions of the human 
curiosities for the late King Edward VII (also when he was Prince of Wales), 
King George (also when he was Prince of Wales), the Duke and Duchess of 
Fife and Connaught and families, and various others members of the Royal 
family. 

Possessed of a voice, the resonance of which easily filled the largest amphi- 
theaters, he was the first orator to make announcements alone from the center 
ring, instead of having three men in as many rings, as had been the custom 
at Madison Square Garden, the Chicago Coliseum and London Olymp.a, with 
the Barnum & Bailey Show, and later with the Ringling Brothers. 

He originated the 15-cent price for circus side-shows in the East and Miadle 
West territory, and was the first to advocate a flat admission of 25 cents as 
the side-show price all over the country, but always realized the vital impor- 
tance of the quality of the show being in keeping with the admission charged 
and the general policy of the company. 

He is very proud of the fect that never during his career as side-show 
manager has he ever used a painting in front of his show, not even for part 
of a day, unless the subject was inside “alive.” 

He takes pains to impress upon all of his employees that the public is en- 
titled to really more entertainment than it expects, and the high-class per- 
sonnel of his side-show is known from Coast to Coast. 

No ticket sellers in shirt sleeves. no cigaret smoking while on duty, no 
megaphones on the ticket boxes or entrance, but a clean-cut bunch of business 
men, constantly on the alert to cater to tre public’s wants. 

He believes in making brief “onenings,” introducing a little wit under cer- 
tain conditions, and, for the interior of the show, which consists of two-thirds 
freaks and one-third novelty working acts, with plenty of music, comedy, etc., 
his lecturer will always be found immaculately attired, upholding the dignified 
impression that the management of the front has made. 

He rises every morning during the season at 6:30, rain or shine, all “lots,” 
wet or dry, looking alike to him, and is constantly busy until he retires at night. 

The day of the oldtime “barker” or “spieler” has gone. The time when 
the public was looked upon as so many suckers is a thing of the past, and if 
proof is wanted it can be found in the fact that the circus side-shows last 
season had the largest business in history. 

The Ringling Brothers for twenty years have considered the subject of this 
sketch to be the greatest side-show manager in the world, and he will be found 
at the helm again during the season of 1920. 

Of commanding personality, not unlike a prosperous banker in appearance, 
pessessed of a world-traveled education, the ability to orate intelligently and 
scientifically upon almost any topic, an executive who is a master in the art of 
creating harmony among all of his employees, a brilliant American who has 
elevated the art of side-show talking from the shabby rut in which it was 
ercated to the dignity af an esteemed profession, a gentleman in the finer sense 
of the word, a stickler for all that is clean and refined in show business, an 
“employee” who has one more ambition, and that is to spend twenty more 
years under Ringling Brothers’ direction—Ladies and Gentlemen: “Permit me 
to introduce to you Mr. Lew Graham.”

To Be Erected in Springfield, Mass.— 
Will Cost $450,000 

Springfield, Mass., Jan. 3.—Plans 
were filed this week in the office of the 
Building Commissioner for the new 
theater to be erected by William Fox 
on the site of his present building on 
Main street, near Hampden. Work of 
tearing down the present building will 
soon be started, and it is planned to 
have the contract for the new build- 
ing awarded early in the year. The 
cost of the undertaking is estimated 
at $450,000 and the playhouse will 
have a seating capacity of 3,215. C. 
Howard Crane, of Detroi:, is the archi- 
tect. 

The new building will be constructed 
of brick, steel and reinforced concrete. 
It is designed for a moving picture au- 
ditorium and will have a height of 
seventy feet. The building will be en- 
tirely fireproof and the plans call for 
the removal of every part of the pres- 
ent structure except the party walls, 
which will be used in part for the new 
building. 

A small marquee will be provided 
at the Main street entrance, with a 
lobby twenty-two feet in width. The 
front will be of marble. The audito- 
rium will have a seating capacity of 
1,936 and the balcony 1,277. The pres- 
ent building will be occupied while 
the new structure is being built, the 
plan being to build the new house 
around the present one, leaving the 
interior work to be done during a com- 
paratively short period when the thea- 
ter will have to be closed.

THE TABLOID SHOW a 


By H. A. PETERMAN

(I¢ covers the subject. From the impartial 
pen of a man of experience, who has served in 
the capacities ef manager, producer and per- 
former.) 

The origin and early development of the 
“tab” show was treated of at length in the 
writer’s initial article on this subject, which 
appeared in the 1917 Christmas number of The 
Billboard. This effort, therefore, will be de- 
voted, in the main, to the steady and amazing 
growth of one of the most popular forms of 
entertainment, incorporating the obstacles en- 
countered, their remedies and timely sugges- 
tions that should, in the writer's estimation, 
tend to further improve this brand of amuse- 
ment. 


The fact, however, that any number of pres- 
ent-day managers claim the distinction of 
having organized and introduced the first com- 
pany of this kind, it would be unfair to men- 
tion the names of a few pioneers responsible 
for the success that has been attained. Further, 
the reader is prevailed upon to bear in mind 
that the figures appearing below are authentic 
and that the writer, having served in the ca- 
pacities of performer and manager, respectively, 
ig decidedly impartial in recording the follow- 
ing conditions and suggestions for their ameliox- 
ration. 

It is an admitted fact that the season of 
1919-'20 has been the most successful in tab- 
loid history. New and, in some instances, 
better shows have come into the running and 
company managers and performers giike have 
shared +in the monetary improvement. Some 
of the managers of the ten and twelve-people 
organizations have enlarged their forces in order 
to command the highest figure. The veterans 
among us remember the conditions that existed 
four years ago, when the majority of houses 
would not pay more than $325 weekly for a 
ten and twelve-people show. Any number of 
the old musical stock “‘grinds’’ operated and 
maintained small companies at a figure less 
than $200 weekly. Principals were receiving 
from 318 to $25, and the chorus girls averaged 
$10 and $12 per week. At the present time, 
however, the progressive company managers of 
the successful organizationg are demanding and 
receiving amazing terms ana salaries for their 
attractions. To be frank, the guarantee and 
salary for a good show in a certain territory 
is pactically unlimited, and some few fifteen- 
people companies have been offered $1,000 sal- 
ary for a single week in more than one instance. 
Performers in all lines and chorus giris are to 
demand at salaries more than twice the amount 
they commanded a few years ago. It was no 
uncommon thing in the early days for a team, 
usually a producing comedian and wife, to ac- 
cumulate a few sets of cheese cloth wardrobe, 
a very few performers of average or no ability, 
and, after rehearsing a repertoire of the stand- 
ard medicine acts, irrespective of the fact that 
possibly his predecessors were offering an 
identical program, to enter the field quite con- 
fident that their company would undoubtedly 
revolutionize the amusement business. In very 
rare instances these crudely framed attempts 
have existed and have grown into established 
organizations. We can not encourage or sug- 
gest this as a modern practice however. To be 
perfectly frank and without fear of contra- 
diction, the cheaply framed, featureless and 
otherwise mediocre tabloid show cannot exist; 
yet we don’t contend that every company that 
weeks consecutively proves satisfactory and up 
to tations in every instance. But we 
concur in the belief that, eventually, the com- 
monly termed “impossible” attraction will not 
be tolerated. 

If we@look seriously at facts we find that, even 
tho we have passed the infancy stage and 
prospered beyond expectations, we have even 
greater obstacles to overcome, and in our mad 
clamor for higher attainments we are dis- 
regarding our better judgment to a marked 
degree, and it should not be regarded as unfair 
reasoning to insist that our combined forces 
co-operate so that a better understanding will 
be effected. 

We are losing time in reckoning with mere 
trifies, such as finding fault with each other. 
“Deefing” unceasingly about working conditions 
that the performer could improve should he 
adopt the proper methods, and attempting to 
define what is commonly termed ‘‘a good tab. 
show.’ Some contend that they never saw 4 
good one, that they are all bad and that mnu- 
sical tabloids are a veritable parody on show 
business in general. A few house managers 
that have played tabloids since their inception 
insist that all companies are poor from an 
entertaining standpoint, such erratic and un- 
reasonable conclusions being formed becanse 
of some prejudice against a particular organiza- 
tion or individual engaged in this line of en- 
deavor. In most instances these same growlers 
are depending upon this form of amusement for

THE EXPERIMENTAL THEATER 


— 


Making Itself Felt in American Drama 
—Maitland Playhouse Doing 
Good Work 


The experimental theater, which, before the 
war, was beginning to make itself felt in the 
development” of the drama in America, is com- 
ing into prominence again. ‘‘Little theatezs’’ 
that were all but exterminated by the conditions 
incident to the war have revived, new ones 
have sprung up in various parts of the country, 
and practically all of them seem to be attract- 
ing unusual interest, 

Several of the little theaters have made such 
strides that they have gradually become almost 
as truly professional as any of the larger thea- 
ters, ‘but for the ‘most part they will continue 
to act as laboratories for the untried writer and 
enable him to test his work before he offers it 
before a critical Broadway audience. 

Prof. George Pierce Baker, of the ‘47 Work- 
shop’? at Harvard, which is carried on in con- 
nection with the courses in playwriting given 
by Prof. Baker at the University, is of the 
opinion that we are just at the beginning of 
most interesting developments in American 
drama, a that in this development the small 
experimental theater is to play an important 
part. 

“The small experimental theater,” said Prof. 
Baker in a recent interview, ‘‘is not a mere 
transitory phase of the drama, It has come to 
stay and will play an everincreasing part in the 


development of the stage and playwriting. The - 


war killed nearly all the experimental theaters 
except the Workshop, the Detroit Arts and 
Crafts, the Neighborhood Theater in New York 
and a few others, and yet as soon as the armis- 
t'ce woes signed they came up again like mush- 
rooms.”’ 

“Start an experimental theater in any smal! 
community,” Prof. Baker continued, ‘‘tand what 
is the result? All the plays for miles around 
will come to that theater. Some of the plays 
may make a hit in that community, still others 
may be whol!y unsuited, but among the lot 
there will be one or two that will attract suffi- 
cient attention to go on to another community, 
and perhaps one or more will come to the no- 
tice of one of the big producers. The producer 
will watch this author and when he or she 
does something worth while it will be imme- 
diately ‘piaced.’. Now, had it not been for the 
experimental «theater that author would have 
had an infinitely harder time in securing recog- 
nition. All the producers are constantly watch- 
ing for new material—it is purely to their ad- 
vantage to do so.” 

One of the most recently established ‘“‘little 
theaters” is the Maitland Playhouse in San 
Francisco, managed by Arthur Maitland. In a 
recent issue of The Sanfrancisco Call and Post 
John D. Barry writes interestingly of the Mait- 
land Playhouse, the quality of the plays pre- 
sented there and the influence exerted by the 
little theaters, 

“The Maitland Playhouse is billed as ‘The 
Theater Unusual,’’’ says Mr. Barry. “It surely 
is unusual in the sense that it differs from the 
average commercial theater, concerned only 
for the latest popular successes, When the mana- 
ger, Arthur Maitland, ‘began his productions 
more than a year ago at the St. Francis Hotel 
he conducted a modest and at the same time a 
daring enterprise. He deliberately appeared to 
the more refined playgoers, the minority. Gradu- 
ally he developed a faithful band of followers. 
They included some of the more public s»irited 
members of this community, people of wealth, 
who cared for the things in life that made for 
beauty. With their support he was able to 
grow out of the somewhat cramped conditions 
at the hotel into the theater that he recently 
established in Stockton street and made at- 
tractive by decorations that combined simplicity 
and good taste. His stage he managed accord- 
ing to the principles advocated by such artists as 
Gordon Craig and the other rebels who ap- 
plied to scenery the psy*hological principle of 
suggestion. Instead of smOthering his’stave with 
realistic details, after the Belasco method, he 
relied mainly on hangings and on a few sig- 
nificant accessories, 


“During the past few months Mr. Maitland 
bos presented many worthwhile plays. Among 
them are several of the more notable one-act 
pieces written during the past few years under 
the encouragement of the little theaters in many 
parts of the world, Indeed to watch his work 
ard the work of other organizations like his is 
to be made aware of the great influence the 
litte theaters are now exerting, decidedly for 
rood. Pes'des giving the public a chance to 
see >lavs written by distinguished authors that

might not otherwise be able to reach the foot- 
lights, ¢hey are bringing out new authors and 
new actors. Thru being obliged to keep their 
companies small they are givizg a further stim- 
ulus to the tendency on the part of many mod- 
ern playwrights to use small casts only, I sup- 
pose there is loss as well as gain here. The 
small cost tends to avoid dissipation of interest 
and to concentrate interest on the delineation 
of character; but it also tends to limitation of 
action and to the weariness of long conversa- 
tions,’*

Petty annoyances are often harder to bear than real trials, so we intend to say a few words about laundries. It is a fre- 
quent experience on the road to have one’s shirts and collars returned half washed and carelessty ironed. Sometimes alien articles

What is the 


remedy? To complain to the property man and refuse to pay brings the reply that he will be the sufferer. Maybe publicity 
would help, If three complaints are received against any laundry we will publish its name in “Equity” and warn our people 


to keep clear of it. 


The following resolution has been passed by the Council: 


“Resolved, That the Actors’ 
Equity Association stands first, last 
and all the time for theatrical per- 
formances, the influence of which 
should be beneficial; that actors in- 
dividually also prefer to act only 
in plays inculcating good:lessons or 
affording wholesome amusement, 
and resent wholesale attacks by 
church or clergy upon the Stage 
as an institution or upon the morals 
of their beloved profession. 

“The stage is a great teacher 
and preacher. Apparently the 
Methodist Episcopal Church at Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, and the Inter-Church 
World Movement here in “New 
York, have decided to recognize 
the publicity value, as did the Gov- 
ernment during the war. By uti!l- 
izing the theatre in its propaganda 
the Church is paying a tribute to 
the Stage. Further co-operation 
should follow. 

“The Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion, as representing the actors of 
America, respectfully requests the 
Methedist Church next May in 
Des Motnes to remove its implied 
c'ematizing of the theatrical pro- 
fession by its ban on the theatre.” 


This resolution is a reply 
to the Rev. Dr. Stratton, who 
has been saying some very 
nasty things about the stage; 
an indorsement of “The Way- 
farer,” the pageant playing at 
the Madison Square Garden, 
and a request to the Methodists 
to rescind a rule of conduct, 
which, though subscribed to by 
every member of that Church, 
is frequently not observed.

New York, Jan..5.—There is an excellent bjll at the Palace this week, con- 
taining but few weak spots. Tho the featured acts are from abroad it was 
an American turn that scored the hit of the afternoon, Rockwell and Fox 
capturing the honors with a vengeance and making the biggest kind of a hit. 


Loyal’s Dogs opened the show. Here is a dog act that is presented 
in a new way, with some extremely clever dogs that work as tho they Like it. 
The an:‘mals catch balls and hats and do a lot of stunts that trained seals have 
done in the past. The Loyals get a lot of comedy out of the art, and it was a 
solid hit in opening pos:tion. Ten minutes. 

Coral Melnotte and Edna Leedom were in second spot. They did 
nineteen minutes of what the program called “Artistic Nonsense.” Miss Lee- 
dom, who takes care of the nonsense, could well dispense with side remarks to 
a favored few in the front rows. The girls sing fairly well, but are indifferent 


dancers. There is nothing distinctive about the act, and it can stand a lot of 
improvement: 


Henri Scott came next. He sang Valentine’s Aria From Faust, an 
Indian song and Oley Speak’s setting cf Kipling’s “Mandalay.”

No. 1—Herman and Shirley, presenting “A 
Mysterious Masquerader,’* a suprise comedy 
novelty, well dressed and staged. Lermin is 
a marvel of dexterity as a contortionist, Miss 
Shirley works intelligently, and the act closed 
to three curtains and good applause. 


No. 2—Leon Varvara, ‘‘a piano personality.”’ 
Varvara is a master of the ivories and contines 
his work largely to the classics. He came down 
to earth with the ‘‘Vamp,”’ and received two 
bows.

No. 8—‘‘Sweeties,"” a musical farce, by Fried- 
lander and Hough.

If you raise the price of a paper you lessen the 
cireulation, and so make the advertisement of 
less value.

The Green Sheet, under the pretense that 
paper costs more, and that the cost of produc- 
tion of The Magazine of Fools is more, though it 
has lost its headline attraction and feature in 
Johnny O'Connor, is raising its price to twenty 
($.20) cents, that is 331-3% increase, which 
undoubtedly will lessen its already small cir- 
culation at least thirty-three and one-third per 
cent, thus lessening the value of its®advertise- 
ments (if they ever had any value) quite 
thirty-three and one-third (33 1-3%) per cent.

The Billboard, on the other hand, raises 
its advertising rates, but leaves its selling price 
the same, thus leaving it*up to the advertisers 
to choose for themselves whether they desire to 
pay the extra price to cover increased cost, 
but still with no decrease of circulation. 


It is peenliar to notice the difference in the 
advertisements of The Billboard and Sime’s 
Sheet. 99% of the advertisements in The Bill- 
board are from persons who expect returns. 
Pure business advertising, on a business propo- 
sition, Advertisements would not be continued 
unless the advertisers receive in return more 
than their money's worth, and every week The 
Bieast list of business advertisers gets big-

It is a good title, in its name. It shows its kinship and 
similarity of objects to the VARIETY ARTISTES’ FED- 
ERATION of England. It also indicates its brotherhood 
with the ACTORS’ FEDERATION OF AUSTRALIA 
and shows its relation to the Parent Body, the Associated 
Actors and Artistes of America, by adopting half the par- 
ent body’s initials as its own. 


And above all it carries with it a family likeness to its 
allied Organization, the ACTORS’ EQUITY ASSOCIA- 
TION, for in it you see the two root letters, “A. A.” 


There are many reasons why this name, the American 
Artistes’ Federation, has been kept quiet for over two and 
one-half years. Those reasons are better told in the history 
of the A. A. F. during the past two and one-half years. 


That history is too long to relate in this column this 
week, therefore I shall in succeeding issues take up the his- 
tory of the Movement of Organization amongst actors, 
more especially of the AMERICAN ARTISTES’ FEDER- 
ATION, from the General Meeting of the International 
Union of the WHITE’ RATS ACTORS” UNION OF 
AMERICA, held in June, 1917, in the Church of the Ascen- 
sion, 43rd Street, New York City, to the present date.

their livelihood. The assurance that we do 
have, however, is that tabloid-patrons are be- 
coming more exacting in their demands, conse- 
quently it is a case of grow or go, and, judg- 
ing from the outlook, the ‘‘tab’’ show will re- 
main with us for some time. 


When Organizing a company the experienced 
and broadminded manager should engage the 
best specialty talent obtainable; select at- 
tractive chorus wardrobe and equip his show 
with a reasonable amount of scenery and effects. 
The programs should abound with originality 
and individuality; offer some few exclusive 
openings, finales and novel gurprises. Dialog 
material is optional. The secret of success is 
in the knack of giving them what they want 
at all times. Realizing the demand for new 
material, some ambitious producers have gone 
to the other extreme, having adopted the use 
of farce-comedies, with entirely too much class 
to please the average audience. However, script 
bills, chock full of SPEED and properly pro- 
duced, containing a certain amount of sure-fire 
dialog and replete with ludicrous situations, 
Should invariably get over to advantage, but it 
is folly to depend wholly upon deep or smart 
gialog for the laughs, Just a littl HOKUM 
here and there will never do any harm, No 
small amount of pr2sent<lay tableid producers 
are offering the old afterpieces in various forms 
and dressing them up.in a manner that gives 
satisfaction; others are partial to light farces 
and are successful with their selection. The 
character, light and blackface comedian have 
their respective place. Where they demand 
‘“hokum” administer it in larger quantities, 
and, on the other hand, where the auditors 
prefer other material, cater to them, regardless 
of the artists’ preference. At any rate and 
under all conditions direct your energies in the 
direction that will increase the box-office re- 
ceipts. That is the barometer of success. 
Earmarks of refinement command admiration 
from the select; the persistent use of sugges- 
tiveness cannot be accepted as wholesome en- 
tertainment. 

Various circuits have been organized in the 
last few years, enabling a company to work 
consecutively without a layoff. The majority 
of companies entrust their bookings to the 
agent, while a very few prefer to route them- 
selyes independently. Further, any number of 
the agents own, control and operate several 
attractions of theit own, which has proven to 
be a decidedly successful venture. 

Now for the discussion of obstacles and short- 
comings in general: Firstly, we should wage

a war against Misrepresentation without further 
delay. It is very costly in every instance, the 
offender usually getting off the lightest how- 
ever. Unreliable performers often chance to 
overrate their ability in order to secure a 
particular engagement. Unscrupulous company 
managers likewise agree to pay regularly every 
week, yet they have failed to meet this obli- 
gation in more thar one instance. While on the 
subject of misrepresentation, we must not for- 
get the booking agent who sends the show into 
an impossible date with the assurance that 
said company should enjoy a banner week “if 
the show has any ,drawing power.’ Granting 
the agent the concession that it is no easy 
task to route every show every week to every 
manager’s satisfaction we must demand of 
him a convincing explanation why he continues 
to route and handle some few hopeless shows 
from week to week when it ofttimes forces 
the preferred and established company out of 
a good date. And, further, we are unable to 
understand the practice of sending shows into 
houses week after week that cannot prove other 
than a losing venture, even for the smallest 
organization, In justice to the conscientious 
agent, however, every company manager should 
strive, at all times, to deal fairly with the 
former. If the agent is fair the manager should 
at least meet him half way. 

At this point we are behooved to recognize 
a truly deserving and reliable company man- 
ager—a man of principle, certain amount of 
very necessary refinement and almost a perfect 
understanding of ,various dispositions and tem- 
peraments. Further, he should manifest some 
little appreciation if his employees are de- 
serving of the same. Handling performers is 
an art in itself. The respectable, conscientious 
and broadminded artist cannot be driven or 
imposed upon. If he is appreciative he will, 
at all times, labor and conduct himself and 
HERSELF so as to promote tha interests of 
their employer. The overbearing, unreasoneble 
and dishonest manager, who trims the per- 
former at every opportunity, finally discovers 
that it is necessary for him to retreat and 
remain hid indefinitely. A successful manager 
must employ'a great deal of diplomacy in the 
handling of his people; he must reconcile him- 
self to the fact that he is serving in an 
arbitrary capacity. Frequently it falls his lot 
to settle personal differences among his em- 
ployees, which must be done to the satisfaction 
of all concerned. Of course, the practice of 
selecting ‘‘pets’? among his people should be 
discontinued. Last, but not the man- 
ager must remember that the services of the 
performer are indispensable and that the former 
is depending upon the latter for the success of 
the show. On the other hand, however, we are 
forced to reprimand the emnlovee for his short- 
comings and oceasional unbecoming deportment, 
positively disapproving of any disrespect toward 
hie employer. This side of the argument 
ean b covered in a very few words: 
The performer who does not meet the 
manager half way in ‘all dealings and 
controversies ig unreliable, unsuccessful and 
decidedly a menace to the profession, Our 


least, 


leaders have established a precedence that we 
Should recognize and respect. Artists with 
childish dispositions are detestable, So-called 
**professional jealousy’’ comes under the class!- 
featicn of simple ignorance, and disorganizers, 
tourists, tattlers, trouble-makers and TICKET 
CADGERS are a most undesirable element, 
Even in the face of facts anent past per- 
furmances and particular instances the writer 
regrets that he is unable to suggest or rropose 
& likely preventive or protective measure 
that would tend to improve the situation ana 
ultimately »exferminate the above undesicables. 
It is urged, however, that the leaders get to- 
gethep and effect a mutual undersianding, even 
establish a method for their elimination, Gen- 
eral depoitment of the performer is still in 
order, inasmuch as we have among us those that 
liave been adjudged guiliy of unbecoming mis- 
deMeanors and uncalled-for demonstrations, Why 
all the public censure against some of our 
co-workers and associates? If a person is 
arrested by the law for a misdemeanor that 
Same law must prove the charge. Likewise, 
if a native makes an unbecoming remark as 
to a certain performer's character, is it un- 
reasonable to demand of the offender sufficient 
proof of cause for the slander? Possibly some 
few among us have never given the matier a 
thought; others are satisfied to pass it up as 
most uninteresting and will be amused at the 
idea of some ‘simp’? or would-be reformer 
having the nerve to mention it. It is b« yond the 
writer’s conception why some narrowminded 
performers refuse to believe or admit that all 
eyes are usually on them. The patives watch 
their every move, and it is interesting gossip 
material for them to remark that ‘‘some actor 
or chorus girl did so and so.’’ Chorus girls com- 
mand, even tho unintentionally, the attention 
cf practically everyone in the city of average 
population. “Now the big heob In his mad 
craving for material is going to attack the 
poor, defenseless chorns girl,”’ comes the pre- 
diction from the interested reader. But we are 
content to be reasonable and the writer has 
hot even inferred that the fair sex—the pack- 
bone of musical comedy—is at fault or in line 
for a lectufe on deportment, Crecit where 
credit {s due—their services are indespensable, 
but despite the fact that their *alary demands 
have been met and that voluntary increases 
have been given them the chorister and com- 
pany manager do not understand each other 
perfectly as yet. Instead of reasoning with 
their better selves and taking advice as to the 
safest methods of establishing a redeeming 
prestige they insist on combating the situ. 
ation in the wrong direction by defying the 
natives to censure them by occasional stunts 
that usnaliy gain more than the desired amount 
of publicity. It iy no secret that the careless 
element of chorus girls have contributed their 
share of discomforts to the manager, “John 
parties’? and joy rides ag practiced hy them 
have done harm, and the girls will not be-

Upon bejng approached 
choristers of the independent variety take 
pleasure in announcing the fact that after 
working hours their time is their own and feel 
at liberty to do ag they choose. The terms, 
“company rules” and ‘‘personal liberties,’ 
should not becomse confused, In time proper 
measures will be introduced to cure the un- 
sophisticated ef their persistent strongheaded- 
ness. They can voluntarily improve the con. 
ditions, however, and we would suggest and 
insist that they give the matter due considera- 
tion and sound reasoning. Persuasion has ac- 
complished a great deal in some instances— 
suppose we think it over, girls! 


We must say a good word for the congenial 
and appreciative house manager. The few 
especially that respect the fact that the actor 
is a human being after all and remembers most 
of the favorg that are shown him. It is with 
pleasure that we record the methods of regular 
theater managers and the conscientious friends 
among them that provide suitable and com- 
fortable dressing rooms for the performer and 
a kind word for the deserving company. And 
their good nature, if ofttimes taken ad- 
vantage of by the overbearing element, and the.r 
broadmindedness and showmanship go a long 
way in preserving their respect for the feelings 
of the profession in general. We will not go 
into details regarding those among them that 
operate theaters and use girl shows as a per- 
sonal convenience, so that it is possible for 
them t6 keep in close contact with the lady 
members of the organization and aggravate the 
company manager when their affections are re- 
sented. Fresh drinking water and toilet ad- 
vantages are things of the past in the estima- 
tion of some with whom we come in contact, to 
Say nothing of cold or otherwise unpleasant 
dressing room accommodations. The few among 
them that violate their contracts and original 
agreements will finally find it too unpieasanr 
for them to remain in the business. The re- 
sponsible manager will succeed and prosper, 
and will always be held in high esteem by 
everyone with whom he does business. 


In time we will have effected an almost 
perfect understanding between the theater man- 
ager, company manager, booking agent and per- 
former, since the ‘‘tab’’ show is no longer in 
its experimental stage, but a brand of enter- 
tainment and amusement that will continue to 
progper. To this end we solicit the earnest 
co-operation of everyone concerned that our 
fondest hones will be realized and that the 
tabloid musical show will become a recognized 
and permanent institution,

imposed by Methodist Church Should 


Removed, Says Prominent 
Member and Former Red 
Cross Man 


J. Henry Smythe, Jr., of New York City, 
prominent member of the Methodist Church re 
formerly a Red Cross officer in France, is lead- 
ing the agitation in the Methodist Church 
the removal of the ban on dancing, theater- 
going and card playing. He is the son of Rev, 
and Mrs. J. Henry@Smythe, prominent Phila- 
delphia Methodists. Speaking of the Methodist 
omusement ban Mr. Gmythe has the following 
to say 

Do feltow- Methodists and other church folks 
realize how much harm the Methodist prohibi- 
tion of amusements has done in about half a 
century? I trust that the General Conference 
this May in Des Moines will obey the plea of 
the younger, progressive Olethodists and lift 
the ban. 

Why keep people out of religious work, or 
away from membership entirely just because 
of the mistaken idea it is the church’s duty 
¢o regulate practically all of a person's actions? 
World freedom should also mean more religious 
liberty. 

Do many Methodists know Paragraph 280— 
headed Trial of a Church Member, Imprudent 
Conduct—in part as follows: 

“In cases of neglect of duties of any kind, 
tmprudent conduct, indulging in sinful tempers 
or words, dancing, playing at games of 
chance, attending theaters horse races, cir- 
euses, dancing parties, or patronizing dancing 
schools, etc. On the third offense let him be 
brought to trial and if found guilty and there 
is no sign of real humiliation, he shall be ex- 
pelled.”” Methodist Book of Discipline. 

Has any denomination the right, let alone 
justification, to say members must not attend 
a cirens? It is unthinkable such a law would 
be adopted now, so why retain it? Dare the 
church forbiq all attendance at motion pic 
tore shows 

At my request the Dancing Masters’ Associa- 
tion and the Producing Managers’ Association 
passed resolutions unanimously requesting aboli- 
tion of the discipline ban on dancing and the 
theater respectively. This produced the neces- 
sity publicity nationally for the question. But 
the campaign is primarily one for church 
circles and I hope it will be actively supported 
by it well-wishers, 

This is not my personal crusade even tho my 
duties as a Red Cross owicer overseas convinced 
Me that many such recreations were most help- 
ful. Many chaplains also have the same opin- 
fon.

Methodist Ppiscopal General Conferences: 

“Bat if all things were to be enumerated 
which ought to be left undone, the catalog 
would never be complete and no one could know 
all the law.

our Board of Bishops, ‘agamst taking sach 
diversions as cannot be use! in the name of 
the Lord Jesus." "

THRU THE EYES OF THE PRESS - 


By ARNOLD HEIDT 
(City Bditor, Florida Metropolis, Jacksonville, 
Florida.) ‘ 


In putting into words a number of thoughts 
which have been in my mind for some time I 
am conscious of the fact that I will be “taken 
up’? by a number of people who have perfectlly 
good arguments with which to combat my 
line of reasoning. However, assured in my own 
mind that I am on the proper track, I consider 
that I have a piece to speak an@ intend to 
Voice my beliefs and views, recardiess. ‘ 

I speak of publicity. Being city editor of a 
More or less metropolitan newspaper and coming 
into contact almost daily with “press agent” 
matter and press agents, I have views of my 
own concerning show publicity. Oriefly stated, 
Iam convinced that at teast 60 per cent of the 
money now spent on what fs known generally as 
“publicity matter” is utterly wasted. I say 
this advisedly for I have at various times kept 
@ careful check on the disposition of this ‘‘pub- 
Neity matter’’ in the office of the newspaper 
with which I am connected at this time and in 
other newspaper offices where I have served. 

“Poblicity,"’ concerning which I speak, is di- 
vided into s.veral forme. One of them is the 
stereotyped matter, usually multigraphed or 
mimeographed, which is sent ont by various 
organizations. Of such matter I could write 
volumes. Suffice {t to say, in as few words as 
possible, that the general opinion among copy 
desk men on newspapers is that the expenditure 
of good money for such material as the whole 
averages ie a rank waste. 

Show managers and others at whose direction 
such matter is prepared evidently have a smal) 


opinion of the intelligence of newspaper people 
fm general. At least that is the general be- 
Hef among the newspaper fraternity. ‘‘Written 
by a stake driver,”’ “‘the boob that put this 
stuff together never saw the inside of a daily 
newspaper office,” ““—and men like Dana had to 
Mle,"*" are common comments when matter of 
this class is received in offices. 

For instance, quoting from a piece of press 
matter—aQeged—received on my own desk 
today. “This is the grandest, most collosal 
aggregation of attractions ever assembled.” 

Here, now is a direct statement which any 
intelligent person knows, after seeing the name 
of the organization concerning which it is writ- 
ten, is base falsehood. Still, the person who 
prepared it did so in the ful expectation of 
its “getting by.”” 

As a matter of fact, the organization so 
described as ‘‘the grandest, most collosal’’ is 
& puny affair, tawdry and dingy. No newspaper 
of reputable standing will publig, matter of 
this kind. The papers do not want this class 
of stuff; what they want is fact matter, pre- 
pared with some regard for the truth, for news- 
papers are trying to keep to the truth. Their 
Standing in their communities depends upon 
truthful] representation. 

“Publicity directors” ang press agents should 
bear this in mind when preparing matter for 
publication in newspapers. If they will confine 
themselves more nearly to the truth, or, at 
least, get away from flagrant, glaring miys- 
statements they will get farther, will estab 
Msh much more cordial relations with newspa- 
pers in genera] and will do themselves the 
biggest favor they have ever accomplished. 

Consider the newspaper people as intelligent, 
discerning folk, friendly—for they are friendly 
to the amusement world, and always willing to 
lend a helping hand. But don’t try to slip 
over fake sensations. Don’t marry the fat 
lady to the midget in every town and don’t, 
above everything else, expect the man on the 
copy desk to fat] on your neck when yon slip 
him a piece of stereotyped copy that has 
seen daylight in every town you have played 
in. 

Be original, de fair and square with the 
press. ind the press will more than meet you 
half way. 

Don’t expect a cigar or a couple of pasves 
to gloss over a flagrant mis-statement. 

Come clean with the copy man. If yon 
baven’t an original idea, tell him so. The 
ebances are, ten to he will be able

Philadelphia, Jan. 2.—During the conventica 
of the National Association of Music Teachers 
in Philadelphia the last week of the year Mrs. 
©. E, Selberling, president of the National Fed- 
eration of Music Clubs, gave an address in 
which she called attention to the fact that 
whereas before the war the impression existed 
that music was for but a few, that the war 
has proven that music is for all humanity. In 
the course of her talk Mrs. Seiberling stated 
that the National Federation of Music Clubs is 
planning to establish a music club in every State 
and every county of the United States. The 
national body is urging that a Federal Bureau 
of Music be established at Washington and 
that there be included in ahe presidential cab- 
inet a Secretary of Education in whose depart- 
ment should be included the Bureau of Music, 
for which a national appropriation of money 
should be made for the development of music ia 
the United States. 

further plans of the National Federation of 
Music Clubs includes the establishment of a 
national conservatory with branch conservatories 
in various cities of the country. 

As there were in attendance at the conven- 
tion over 400 delegates, representing 32 States, 
Mrs. Seiberling had an excellent opportunity to 
urge co-operation, and it is hoped much will 
be accomplished as a result of her address.

HEALTH BOARD PUZZLED 


So-Called “Carrier” Case Goes to Court—Clarence 


Darrow Takes Up the 


Cudgel— Wm. A. Mc- 


Cormack and The League for Medical 
Freedom Are in the Case 


The following article is a very fundamental 
one that concerns all professional people. It 
should be studied with the greatest possible 
eare, for there is scarcely a day goes by but 
some such case is reported thru the columns 
ef the press, often our people being made the 
victims.—EDITOR. 

The following was copied from The Chicago 
Tribune: 

“Another ‘Typhoid Mary,’ who is known to 
have passed the disease along to seven persons, 
including her son, has been discovered by Dr. 
Herman N. Bundesen, epideminologist and field 
quarantine expert for the health department. 

“Health Commissioner Robertson refused to 
make public the woman’s name, fearing she will 
commit suicide, as she threatened to do in his 
office a few days ago. He admitted investiga- 
tion has shown she is a ‘chronic typhoid fever 
carrier’ and that the problem of safeguarding 
the public against her is perplexing him. 

“ ‘Her busband is an invalid, and when Dr. 
Bundesen found her she was keeping a board- 
ing house and doing the cooking and house- 
work,’ said Dr. Robertson. ‘She had been work- 
ing hard to help pay for a home.’ 

“On orders from the health department the 
boarders left the house and the problem is +o 
find a way to prevent further spread of typhoid 
thro the carrier.’’ 

When this so-called ‘“‘carrier’’ question was 
fought out in California the following conflicting 
opinions were brought out and they apply with 
equal force to the case at hand. They were 
publicly posted all over the State by the Pub- 
lic School Protective League of California. 

“A ‘earrter.’ so-called, of diphtheria is one 
who has not had diphtheria and can not have 
Giyococt, Gut, doctors claim, infects other 
with diphtheria. 

“This is the case regarding pneumonia and 
typhoid ‘carriers’ also, 

“TWENTY-FIVE per cent of the population 
afte diphtheria ‘carriers.’’? Statement of Prof. 
Schneider, bacteriologist and microscopist of the 
Pharmacy, Department of U. of CG. Medical 
College. 

“FIFTY per cent of the population are pneu- 
monia ‘carriers,’ and ONE in every 250 is @ 
chronic typhoid ‘carrier,’ according to ©. V. 
Chapin, Superintendent of Health, Providence, 
RL 

“ ‘Carriers’ are manufactured by doctors thru 
the administering of immunizing doses of anti- 
toxin and other serums, according to Dr. C. 


MV. Chapin, of Providence, R, L, and Dr. Geo. 
¥ Whipple, of the University of California Hos- 


pital, San Francisco. 

“Many doctors and bacteriologists of the 
highest standing declare the ‘carrier’ is not a 
menace, that he does not infect anyone and 
that the quarantining of ‘carriers’ is unneces- 
sary and unjust. 

‘Carriers’ can Only be detected by ‘pains- 
taking laboratory examinations’, according to 
the Board of Health in San Francisco; Munici- 
pal Record, March 29, 1917. Any individual 
may be examined and victimized.” 

Mrs. Jennie Barmore, 100 West 113th Place, 
Chicago, was pronounced a “typhoid carrier’’ 
by a health officer. She was forbidden as long 
as she lives, ever cooking or serving food to any- 
one, tho keeping boarders has for seven years 
been her means of livelihood, and she has a 
disabled busband to support and a partly paid 
for home on her hands, 


She is 67 years of age. In the past seven 


- years she has had seventy-five boarders all told, 


and never has had a case of typhoid in her 
house, tho in that time two of her boarders 
were taken ill, went to hospitals and had 
typhoid before they left the hospitals. , 

She herself says she has never ha@ typhoid. 

She wants to make a fight for her rights, 
but has no means with which to do it. .Mem- 
bers of American Medical Liberty League have 
urged that the league make its presence felt

by taking up her fight. Investigation shows 
her case to be a good one in every way, and the 
lady herself to be a woman of character and 
moral courage. 

Who was it that forced this case out of the 
hands of the doctors and into the courts? It 
was our old lyceum and chautauqua friend, 
“The License Fighter’—Wm. A. McCormack. 

Yes, Wm. A. McCormack is the man who 
stirred up the fuss that forced the typhoid 
carrier case into the courts. McCormack is 
the naturalist and bird imitator, who hag 
been lecturing upon the conservation of bird 
life at chautanquas, on lecture courses and in 
the public schools of our nation for many years, 
Mr. McCormack is also a writer upon consti- 
tutional law. We will let him tell his own 
story, which he does in the following manner: 

“Early in December, 1919, I read of Mrs. 
Barmore’s sad case in The Chicago Tribune. 
At once I said to a friend, ‘That woman is 
not getting her rights.’ I cut ont the clipping 
and went right over to the American Medical 
Liberty League in Steinway Hall Building and 
placed the matter before their secretary, Mrs. 
Lora ©. Little. She agreed with me that it 
was an outrage and we chipped in to pay for 
an ad in two papers to seek the address of 


Mrs, Barmore. Bat the next day the address 
*-veared in The Tribune. 

“On December 13 Mrs. Little requested me 
to go and see Mrs. Barmore. I did so and 
found her in distress. She had been crying 
day and night for weeks, and said that she 
had cried two-thirds of the time that day. I 
spent an hour or more asking her questions 
and found that she was simply heartbroken. 
Near by sat her invalid husband, who nad 
shared in her grief. 

“She told me that she had been forbidden 
to cook for anyone but her husband and her- 
self as long as she lived. She said that the 
Board of Health had warned her that if she 
did cook or furnish anything to eat to anyone 
except her family that she would be fined $200 
and sent to jail for six months. 

“She said that Dr. Herman Bunderson told 
Mrs. Barmore’s son in her presence: ‘1 am go- 
ing to put your mother out of business forever,’ 
at the same time bringing his fst down upon 
hig desk with terrible force. 

“Mrs. Barmore is in her 67th year, and has 
two married song with families of their own. 
One of them lives in Oklahoma, the other in 
another part of this State. 

* ‘ah!’ gaid I, ‘The dear old lady is some- 
bo y’s mother. She is in distress and in~dire 
need of a friend.’ I felt that God had led me 
to this case, and I said to myseif, ‘I shall not 


shrink from duty.’ I told her to cheer up and - 


forget her troubles, for this case would be taken 
cae of in a legal way as quickly as possible. 

“E again took up the matter with the 
American Medical Liberty League, and later 
in the day we held a conference with that 
eminent lawyer, Clarence Darrow. He was 
shocked by the story we had to tell, and ex- 
claimed: ‘What is this world coming to?’ After

Not long ago there came into The Billboard 
efice one of the regular prolific, long-time-at-it 
popular song writers and so we nailed him to 
the desk and pumped him for an hour, during 
which time we learned a number of things about 
popular songs that we didn’t know before. That 
man was Roy L, BSurtch, now with the Halcyon 
Publishing House of Indianapolis, Ind. 

Mr. Burtch sald: “‘Manpy singers make a 
great mistake in trying to put over a new song, 
just off the press, and think it is new to the an- 
dience because it is just off the press, when they 
could go to a publisher and find a number of 
songs lying there, never used, because they 
have never been demonstrated to the public." 
He cited many cases to prove his point, such 
as “Dixie,” “Old Black Joe,” “Old Folks at 
Home’ and “Carry Me Back to Old Virginia,” 
all of which were on the shelf for several years 
before they were made popular, Felix McGlen- 
non's “Comrade “That Is Love"’ and ‘He 
Never Cares To Wander From Uis Own Fire- 
side’’ were out a number of years before they 
were made popular. B, A, Sarlfield kept ‘Mary 
and Jobn” and “I'm a Great Swell’’ on the 
shelf for years before they started on their 
journey around the world, where they have 
since visited millions of bomes. Oliver Dit- 
son kept “The Sweetest Story Ever Told’’ in 
his store for years before its sale started, and 
then it was slow—ten copies, twenty-five, one 
hundred and finally the orders came in by the 
thousands. “The Holy City,” ‘‘The Rosary” 
and “A Perfect Day” each bad sbout the same 
rocky road to travel and they traveled it in the 
game slow coach, 

Here is another angle Friend Burtch brought 
out that only confirms what we have often 
declared: W. J. Scanlan, that wonderful singer, 
used “Peek-a-Boo” in his play. for fourteen 
years, and gave away thousand, of copies in 
every city where he played, and still we hear 
tat wonderful song today. Fugene Cowles 
sings ‘‘Forgotten,”’ by request, and John Mc- 
Cormack uses “1 Hear You Calling Me™ as often 
aa ever. 

Do you remember the Indian craze that *‘Hia- 
watha”’ started? Well, that Intian had been 
lying around for years when Remick started 
in to push its sales. The same is true of 
“Smiles.” 

“Hobbard T. Smith wrote two hundred songs 
before he had a hit t6 his credit,”” said his old- 
time comrade and pal, Burtch, who grew up in 
the same town with Smith and lived only twe 
doors away. ‘“‘Listen to My Tale of Woe” was 
one of the two hundred songs published before

that long-looked-for hit arrived. Smith paid 
$11 for the electros for that song, then sold 
both electros and song for $15. Some say that 
song Was the greatest comic song ever written. 
Kt was published in 36 different languages. It 
lay on the publisher's shelf for years, until 
one day Francis Wilson dug it out in search of 
bew material, the composer played it and Wil- 
son liked it, used it, and the result wus that 
it started both song and composer on the road 
to success. “‘Swinging in the Grapevine Swing” 
was an easy winner, and then came “The Lit- 
tle Knot of Blue’’ and “If You Love Me, Dar- 
ling, Tell Me With Your Byes.”’ 

Just think of this startling story of what 
has been done in this line: ‘The Side Walks 
of New York’’ was sold for $10, ‘Dearie’ only 
brought $15, and ‘‘The Old Rag Carpet’ weat 
for $15, and a fellow paid $25 for “Jane.” 

By the way, this same Roy L, Burtch has a 
lot of good advice to authors and composers 
tucked away in his system, and, if you are ever 
in Indianapolis, go around and see him and 
draw him out, for he is there. He says: ‘“‘Be- 
fore sending a manuscript to a publisher try it 
out. Get smeone to sing it for yon and sce 
for yourself bow it goes. You can’t try it 
out too ofter, either,”* 

Friend Burtch commenced his career as a song 
writer wien be was a lad down at Vincennes, 
Ind, It is said that be began by whistling for 
Alice of Old Vincennes, when Alice was but a 
Hoosier girl. George ©. Staley featured ‘The 
Little Pogue's Asleep’’ for three years in his 
play, ‘“‘The Royal Pass." This song was litho- 
grephed in tem colors and is still tday one of 
the works of art that has perhaps not been 
surmassed in that line. 

“After All’? and ‘‘When De Chickens Home- 
ward Fiy’’ were tested cut by Eddie Foy and 
started on their road t popularity. ‘Love, 
Let My Heart Be Yours,” was sung by Ray- 
mond Moore in ‘*The City Directory’’ company. 
Carroll Johus®n then put ever “‘Love’s Token” 
and “Captain of the Band'’ was paraded by 
Bobbie Gaylor. His later songs, “Till Over 
the Top We Go” and “Peace on Earth and 
Liberty,”” were popular during the war. 

We could enlarge this sort of thing and make 
a book of it with the various musicians who 


have found a life’s work catering to this great 
big, hungry, longing country, teeming with its 
millions who constitute the music patrons of 
these smaller places where they are so often 
overlooked by the publishers and music pro-

SMALL-TIME SORROWS 


Turn To Joys If User and Creator Play 
Square Deal Circuit 


N. J, Buckwheet, a writer of vaudeville ma- 
terial and a standpat advocate of the get-to- 
gether spirit between writer and user of ma- 
terial, puts over a talk that ought to get a 
band from a big audience of small-time players 
Who don’t know why they still have lay-offs 
and cauceled dates and half empty date books. 
Says Mr. Buckwheet: 

“I cestuimly hope that the folks who are try- 
ing to break into real vaudeville have read and 
taken to heart much of what Arthur Neale 
wrote in The Billboard ef December 13. If the 
people who aspire to a vaudevjile future would 
devote more time to the selecting of the equip- 
ment with which they hope to achieve success 
there would be more real artists than are now 
in vaudeville. F 

“If it could only be impressed upon the minds 
of those who feel the call of the footlights, 
that to win fame they must be equipped to suc- 
cessfully compete with their more fortunate 
fellow beings, there would be few failures, 

“ne would hardly expe.< @ mechanic, con- 
tractor or builder to erect a fine mansion armed 
only with a hammer and a pocket knife. He 
must have tools, skilled workmer, good ma- 
teriais, and time in which to do the work. The 
yaudeville player can no more hope to succeed 
with an act that was discarded before the 
fall of Rome. 

“He must be equipped to give a high-class 
performance, just as the contractor must be 
equipped to do work that will meet with public 
apir -val. 

“Let the artists, and especially the beginners, 
mike sure that the writer who is to supply 
the vaudeville need is a master workman before 
jlacing the order; and, when gatisfied that he is 
capable of turning out finished work—pay the 
price! 

‘Too many, especially small-time folks break- 
ing into the game, seek something for nothing 
that is why they get nothing for something. 

“I am not one to sympathize with the player 
wh» tries to buy a big-time act for the price 
of an order of bacon and eggs. Good material 
is wortn a fair price; and if the artist would 
succeed, he must have good material or he is 
wasting his time and energy. 

“I would not say that the fault is all with 
the buyer of material. Many times the actor- 
beginner, or even the artist, is induced by mis- 
leading advertising into placing an order with 
a writer who is absolutely unfitted for the vo- 
eation which he has chosen, 

“Let the writer—I care not who he is—give 
the user of material a SQUARE DEAL! 

“Let him realize that the actor’s success is 
HIS success also, and he will*be a material help 
to the thea‘rical business. 

“It all amounts to just this: Let the actor 
pay ibe just price for good material—and let 
the writer deliver value received, and everyone 
will be happy and successful. 

“A business, no matter how big or how 
small, that rears its head from a foundation of 
honesty, fair dealing and legitimate ot 
methods, must win the admiration, the 
will and the respect of the entire public.” 

When the vaudeartist buys an@act he becomes 
a theatrical producer, on a smaller scale than 
the fe'lows who hire theaters and put on 
plavs along Broadway, but still he is on the 
same plane with them. 

Tre big producers sometimes get hold of a 
bloomer, and so will the-artist, even with all 
the care and common sense he can use in pick- 
ing an act. 

The big producer doesn’t hang onto a lemon; 
he chucks it quickly and gets after something 


better.

Why should the artist go along for a whole 
Season with a lemon in his material to keep 
his disposition sour? Of course he hasn’t the 
money back of him that the big producers have, 
So he can lay off and work up a new act every 
So often. That's true enough. But he can do 
as the big producers do in the first place. 

The big producers try to get their plays from 
recognized playwrights, and bring out material 
from unknown writers only when that material 
is plainly novel, fresh, creative in its make-up. 
Let vaudeartists go after material from recog- 
nized writers and the percentage of flops will 
"3 a8 low as the percentage of lay-offs. 

That won’t discourage the real writer who 
hasn’t yet been recognized, because he will 
strive to make his work so good that it will be 
bound to win recognition, and if his only way 
of breaking in will be to write better stuff 
then when he does get the knack of creating 
fresh ideas the vandeartist can profit, as well 
ags-the writer can, from the new ideas and fresh 
twists, 

Again, the big producers pay the playwrights 
enough to make writing attractive. A play- 
wright kzows that if his stuff is good for a 
long run his royalty will be worth while, and 
so he w'll go after that royalty with the -best 
that is in him, 

Vaudeartists who now get under a hundred 
iron men a week could certainly afford to pay 
good money for the stuff that would boost the 
salary up to a thousand, and no mistake, If, 
instead of trying to get an act for a couple of 
dollars, the artists would stand ready to pay 
the top price for the best material, those who 
now shoot them the old stuff for a couple of 
ducats would create. material worth the top 
price or go out of business. 

An artist told us, on this point of having 
material written by recognized writers, ‘“These 
writers work to the Palace atmosphere, and if 
I take their stuf out to the pop. house I have 
to hoke it up or get off the stage.” 

Yes, but suppose he has an act that is all 
hokum, how is he going to unhoke it? It’s only 
when an act is put across by the sheer merit of 
its fun or by the personality of the players 
that hokum will get by with the educated audi- 
ence, 

Arguments which we have heard from actors 
and actresses, a rom actor-anthors, seem to 
prove that the act that will do for the high- 
brow audience won’t do for the pop, house clf- 
entele, 

Then it stands to reason that you can turn 
the thing arovrd ed arene that the pop. house 
act will mighty Sel2om go over in the Palace 
class, 

You can generally ‘azz up a hich-brow act. 
But can you unhoke an almanac-Soke-book- 
ehcose-and-grab act? 

It’s better to have a good act, a novel rou- 
tine, a creative run of material in the first 
place, Then you can “come back” with it af- 
ter you’ve hoked it up and have something to 
suit all classes of audience. 

Play the square deal circuit and be willing 
to pay for what you get, and then be sure 
you get what you want and that the writer who 
gives it to you is meeting you on the square. 
Then, so long, six shows, farewell lay-offs, au 
revoir split weeks, good-hy smal! time!—VAN 
B, POWELL,

WHY WRITE SCENARIOS? 

D. 0. T., -*o wanted a club or something 
with which to knock the producers down, 
Prances into the corner with a cry and a 
wail that the art of writing photoplay scen- 
arios is being squashed, annihilated, foully 
smothered into its grave by producers of pic- 
tures who ask for nothing but ideas, “It’s like 
the ‘og chasing its tail, this picture writing 
thing is,’’ says she, “Just ‘round and ‘round, 
and back to where it started from. Away back 
when pictures started to be story-plots, all they 
asked for was the outsider’s idea! Then they 
made him and her the outside hims and hers, 
learn how to write scenarios, so the directors 
could get the vriter’s own ideas of how the 
story ought to go, and when we went and 
learned all this, they turned to the old stunt, 
and told us, as they still tell ns, ‘No script, 
just a synopsis of your idea.’ That's why 
pictures are in a rut, I th'nk, Te staff man, 
or lady, who is IM a rut becadte be rushes or 
she rushes with a director howling for the 
script, making the poor staff person whip out 
a lot of scenes without time to put in new 
twists—this poor staff person has to slap down 
any old idea that will get the author’s story on 
the paper in scene continuity. Then the dire:- 
tor, who is also a slave ef the rush bugaboo, 
jams out a production and we see the same old 
thing over and over on the screen. When pic- 
tures were made from the autbor’s scenarios, 
the business began to spread and boom. Now 
i’s rutty with sameness of idea, sameness of 
interpretation, And the producers won't let us 
authors help them get original twists into ch«r- 
acter portrayals and scene development, for 
they want only a synopsis.” 

True enough, D, 0. T. But don't feel angry. 
Be glad, rather. The producers are the ones 
who lose, not you. If you knew the facts ycu 
would understand that the reason the synopsis 
alone is demanded lies in the fact that hardly a 
single one of the scenarios=sent to the com- 
panies showed any real understanding*ypf photo- 
play technique. If writers would strive to un- 
derstand and to apply script technique soeas 
to bring out theirgnew ideas in producible form 
“he eceratio wonld aga'n be in demand. As 
them, who are in a run, won't last long, ani 
them, who ave in a run, wen‘’t. last long, and 
the time will come when, to preserve their jobs, 
they will want your ideas. These can be put 
into a synopsis, and if you write a good 
synopsis it will have the original twists in it, 
so why write scenarios? The synopsis is as 
good a medium of expression for you. 


COMPOSERS AND LYRICISTS 

Chieago lyricist, asking for a compocer, was 
put in touch with one, thru the Corner, and 
w: understand the arrangement is working well 
so far. We have quite a few composers who 
answered this, but who are in other parts of 
the country. If all lyricists and all composers 
who want to work together in a 50-50 partner- 
ship will communicate with us maybe we can 
put them in touch with the missing half in 
their own community, or nearabouts. 


WE’RE SCARED STIFF 

When we ran that article back a few weeks 
about Ducking the Sharks we got quite a few 
letters—and one was sort of like this: ‘Don’t 
get fresh! You're just another of those smart 
Alecks who call themselves reformers, and 
under that mask they try to kill off the 
business for people who are doing nothing but 
sell amateur song writers what they want— 
published numbers. Don’t get fresh! You know 
what happens to little boys who throw stones.” 

Aw, gee, mister, we didn’t mean nothing? We 
wouldn’t a-throwed no stone at you. How was 
we to know you was a feller when you was 
dressed up like a shark? We ain’t goin’ to doa 
thing to you—’till we get ready.

Playing Important Part in Elevating 
Carnivaldom 


By J. WILKINSON CROWTHER 


In a certain Southern city where carnival or- 
Zanizations had been barred for a period of 
three years, a city editor of a morning pub- 
lication was astonished when confronted by a 
carnival press agent seeking publicity upon the 
merit of the show which he represented, and 
avking for a newspaper representative to atte 
the opening night for the purpose of reviewing 
the show. This same editor told the live wire 
representative that it wns the first time in six 
“ears that a carnival publicity man called upon 
him with such a request, altho he had many 
showmen as visitors who usually sought ‘‘sii- 
ence” regarding their attractions, and even 
made an effort to bribe when a reporter began 
attacking the illeritimate games and the de- 
grading shows, which usually acted as a screen 
for the stores. 

This ‘“‘observer of copy” decided that he, 
himeelf, would be the guest of the press agent 
that evening, just out of curosity to sec if any 
improvements had been made in this line of en- 
tertuinment. That evening he was a surprised 
man to find the midway an assemblance of 
clean, attractive, ecucational shows and riding 
devices that were pleasing. amusing and enter- 
t ining to women and children as well ag the 
men. The climax of astonishment was reached 
when the press agent asked him for a frank 
review in the m-ernuirg’s edition. and to criti- 
cize anything that was detrimental to the wom- 
en folks or children. The veteran editor e1‘d: 
“Well, I must offer my congratulations to the 
owner of this amusement enterpriee for the 
clean amusements he is offering to the public; 
it’s just like a big amusement park and demona- 
stmtes what remarkable changes for the better 
can be made in any business institution.”” Is 
the morning's edit‘on a most favorable article 
commenting upon the character and rature of 
the exhibitiuns was given excellent posities 
en tye front note cf his publication. ard this 
same chap who had been the stumbling block 
for many shows in the years gone br. had 

won over to carnivaldéom by clean and 
attractive cninm-em>-ts 

And so climbeth the carntral business! Sev- 
eral years axo there were but few agents em- 
ployed to haadle the publicity exctusively, the 
owners were not seeking newspaper stories, 
and in fact they suppressed same whenever 
possible, knowing that undesirable comment 
was the usual resu't of a news »aperman’s visit 
to the grounds. <A jcurnolist’s work is seme- 
what similixr to a detective’s occupation, and 
the mere fact that pubjicity was not solicited 
by carnival organizations was the cine for in- 
vestigation, followed by the usual rubbing and 
tearing into te c-est- ble ea‘troctions that 
were brought into the city for exhibition pur- 
poses. 

T mes huve chented and so has the crnival 
bnsiness. ‘‘Progressiveness’’ is the keynote of 
the outdowr amusement business today, ard 
“Cleanliness’’ is gradually bresking into the 
policies adopted by the lorger carnival mag- 
nates. The press department established by the 
leading enterprises is playing an important part 
in the elevation of the business and press rep- 
resentatives are conrincing the public that noth- 
ing but clean attractions are offered for their 
enjoyment and entertrinment. They are secur- 
ing for the carnival owner the resvect of the 
newspapermen, city and State -officials, ag well 
as the public -in general. and they are enter- 
taining many of our leading office holders on 
their midways today. They are securing writ- 
*e”% @exicm emente sevt urs ieited by governors, 
Ma~ers and execntires of many lIsrge corpora- 
tions and business institutions that have ha@ 
an opportunity of visiting their shows and 
having been entert»ined and amused with the 
variety of attractions that were presented. They 
have broken into the columns of the majority 
of the leading publications thruout the States 
and Canada, and have penetrated editoria} 
elcomns for favorable endorsements. They are 
receiving recognition from editors who kave 
displayed prejudice towards the carnival ef 
yesterday, and who have generously “come 
across’* with unlimited space to the medern 
and reconstructed carnival. They have qeemon- 
strated to the show owner that a press depart- 
ment in the carnival business is as esséhtlal as 
the managerial] et». 

Every year finds more carnival erganizations 
adopting publicity departments: the owners are 
beginning to reslize the value of such am in- 
vestment. If they wish to develep and be 
classed among the progressive magrates. thy 
reed the rress dere-tmen*. Jf ther corey et 
tractions of merit that sre clean and tnaviting 
they will welcome press representatives ep 
thej- mif’wers, knowing thot noth'ng but faver- 
able comment can result from such a visit. A 
cl-ens, recart’ess the site. would net attempt 
tr tsa t) the roe? without a press agent, 60 
why shonld a carnirs!? 

Remarkable werk has been accomplished ty 
earnival press agents — the past season. 
It has been 2 banner year for the “‘boosters,’’ 
and they have taken advantage of same and 
paved the way for greater accomplishments. 
They have converted many newspepermen whe 
have been hostile to such organizations, andé 
they have placed the carnival business

for the better pay of teachers and 
doctors. Every dollar of it, when 
spent as it has been designated that 
it should be spent, will rob the local 
schoo!s of America of their greatest 
life sustaining power. The same will 
be true as to the local doctors. 


Uncle Jchn means all right, but he 
is trying to reverse the laws of life. 
He is @evitalizing the fountain head 
of democracy and is building up a 
greater autocracy than the one we 
have spent billions of dollars to help 
tear down. 

That system, whether it be religion, 
medicine, education, business, politics 
or amusement, thrives best that gives 
its patrons most to do.

ATLANTA FAIR 
Is the Greatest in the South 


According to Atlanta Rotary 
Club—Surpasses in Exhibi- 
tions and Attendance, 

Is Claim 


Atlanta, Ga., Jan. 3.—That the annual fatr 
held at Lakewood Park in Atlanta by the 
Southeastern Fair Association is the greatest 
in the South and one of the greatest in the 
country is the claim made by tae local publica- 
tion of the Atlanta Rotary Club. The Atlanta 
association is but five years of age, but in 
spite of its youth there is only one fair in 
the entire South that comes near it in ex- 
hibitions and attendance, it is claimed. That 
fair is thirty-six years old. 

The Board of Directors of the association re- 
ported that the agricultural exhibits, liberal 
arts, farm machinery and automobile shows at 
the local fair this year surpassed anything in 
the South. The amusements were good. clean 
and attractive. The free acts and bands added 
much to the enjoyable program, and the Grand 
Cirentt races, running races and automobile 
races, constituted the best speed program the 
South has ever known. 

The Southeastern Fair during each year of 
its existence bos become 2 greater success, and. 
from an advertising standpoint for the city, it 
eould not be surpassed. Lakewood has hecome 
Atlanta’s most popular amusement park as a 
result, and operates six or saven months cf the 
year, as well as during the fair. 

The exhibition buiidings at the local park are 
beautiful, permanent, fireproof structures, built 
mainly of concrete, as is the huge grand stand. 
The race track encircles a lake and is one of 
the fastest mile dirt tracks in America. The 
park itself covers several hundred acres. 

Plans for the 1920 fair are being made, and 
Indications are that it will even surpass this 
year’s exhibition, and will be one of the great- 
est fairs in the country. 


SITE OF EXPOSITION 
Celebrating Centennial of Florida To 


Be Decided by Courts—Four Cities 
Want It 


by Jacksonville, Fla., Jan. 3.—The fate of the 

- Florida Centennial Expesition, authorized and 
directed to be held by the Inst legislature, now 
ae rests in the hands of the Florida Supreme 
Be Court, the Oentennial Commission having an- 
pealed to the court to determine the legality of 
the Commiesion’s plan for dividing the exposi- 
tion into four parts. 

Pensacola citizens, who have made a strong 
fight to secure the exposition for Pensacola, 
have fought the four-city plan vigorously. They 
contend that the bill makes it necessary for 
the Commission to designate one city for the 
exposition. At its last meeting in Jacksonville 
reveral weeks ago the Commission designated 
Pensacola, Jacksonville, Tampa and Miami as 
exmosition sites. 

The next meeting of the Commission will be 
held after the derision of the Supreme Court 
is made public. In the event that the court 
decides that only one city can be designated for 
the exposition, Jacksonville and Pensacola will 
be the principal contendents. 

Citizens of both Jacksonville and Pensacola 
hove expressed their willingness and have de- 
clared their determination to raise as many 
millions of dollers as may be nevessary to 
produce and stage a creditable exposition, com- 
memorating the one-hundredth anniversary of the 
territory of Florida by the United States from 
Spain. 


NEW RECORDS 


Set by Minnesota State Fair in 1919— 
General Manager Canfield Makes 
Annual Report 


New high records were made in many di- 
rections by the Minnesota State Fair in 1919, 
according to the annual report presented by 
Thomas H. Canfield, general manager of the 
fair and secretary of the fair board. This was 
especislly noticeable in the revenue and at- 
tendance figures. 

After muking deductions for maintenance, re- 
pairs, depreciation and personal property taxes 
a net profit of nearly $90,000 remained for the 
year. The State Fair plant and assets show 
2 surplus to the State of $2,237,422.49. altho 
State funds invested in the property total only 
$984,499.90. The big gain of $1,252,922.59 over 
the amount invested represents increases in 
value of the real estate and fair profits invested 
in permanent improvements, aceording to the 
report. 

The Minnesota State Fair of 1919 produced 
Teceipts of $446,598.62 and yielded a net profit 
of $160,586.70, or $49,379,380 more than the 1918

fair, TheseMigures are on the fair proper, the 
larger totals on receipts representing those from 
all sources for the entire year. That the fair 
prospered during the period of the war is shown 
in a profit of $344,828.50 from the expositions 
during the last three years, the report states. 

Fair visitors in 1919 numbered 1,648 
against 443,265 at the 1918 fair. Attendance 
at carnival shows and amusement devices to- 
taled 531,929, a gain of 88,725 over the previ- 
ous total; at the grand stand 207,487, a gain of 
50,031, and at the horse show, 7,185, a gain 
of 2,238. The number of exhibitors increased 
to 2,875 from the 2.585 total in 1918. 

The statement shows further gains of 51 per 
cent in fair receipts and only 24 per cent in- 
crease in expenses of the fair. 

The fact that the fair opened on Saturday 
and continued thru the following week was a 
factor in the excellent showing for the year 
reviewed, in Manager Canfield’s official report.

Chicago, Jan. 3.—It is to be a display of 
contrasts that the first Aeronautical Show will 
offer when the great exhibition of aircraft 
opens January 8 at the Coliseum.

STANDARDS IN ADVERTISING FILMS 


MOTION PICTURE THEATER OWNERS BEST JUDGES OF WHAT IS 
TO GO ON THEIR SCREENS 


TOO MUCH RAW ADVERTISING WILL DEFEAT PURPOSE OF ADVERTISER 
AND HURT EXHIBITOR’S BUSINESS 


The war for the liberation of the screen from 
indiscriminate and unfair advertising is going 
forward with great energy. The Oommittee 
for the Protection of the Screen, composed of 
100 per cent exhibitors and led by Sydney 
Cohen, of New York, has been fiercely attacked 
by the mes who are acting for the Universal 
Film Company, among them Alfred S. Black, 
the gentleman elected president of the meeting 
held last summer at St. Lonis. Mr. Black, or 
those behind him, are using many pages in 
the trade press and in printer’s ink to fight 
the efforts of the Screen Protection Committee 
téfkeep the manufacturers from further encroach- 
ments on the prosperity of the exhibitors. 

Among the interesting developments in the 
situation is the announcement that Universal 
made a proposition to the Executive Commit- 
tee of the New York League of Dxhibitors and 
that, after due deliberation, the offer of the 
Universal was rejected unanimously. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee gave three reasons for the 
rejection of the Universal offer to allow their 
screen to be used for the “educational” and 
“Industrial,” but really advertising, lms: 
First, the Universal would give no guarantees 
against unsuitable and inferior filmes; second, 
the compsenation offered to the exhibitors by 
Universal was entirely too small, and third, 
because Universal sought an exclusive endorse- 
ment of their “industrial”? and “‘educational’’ 
films. 

Since the action of the New York Executive 
Committee the organized exhibitors of about 
forty other States have taken a similar posle 
tion and have gone on record emphatically 
against being made the tail to any manufac. 
turer’s advertising kite. The exhibitors of 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Tlinois, Wisconsin, Indi- 
ana, Kentucky, California, West Virginia, 
North and South Carolina and'many other States 
will, with New York, insist upon a proper 
exhibitor supervision of all so-called ‘‘educa- 
tional’ and ‘‘industrial’’ films that have a little 
advertising message tucked away somewhere, 
These exhibitors want to remain the sole judges 
of what is to go on their screens, and they do 
not want any crude and clumsy advertising films 
displayed in their theater to the detriment of 
their business. The exhibitors do not object 
to an advertising message if such a, message 
does not dominate the film, but is absolutely 
subordinated to the entertainment in the films. 
To strike the right percentage of advertising 
and entertainment is a most delicate and diff- 
enlt task, and the exhibitors feel that with 
their knowledge of the patrons’ tastes and 
wishes they are best fitted to decide that ques- 
tion. Under no circumstances do the exiu_"% 
ors want to allow the manufacturer of motion 
pictures to be the judge of scenarios and the 
proper proportion between advertising and en- 
tertainment. ‘The manufacturer, these exhib- 
iters argue, has no duty toward the patrons 
of the theater, and the latter do not hold him 
responsible for the program on the ecreen. Any 
bad effects of offensive advertising fall on the 
exhibitors and not on the producers. 


INTEREST OF NATIONAL ‘ADVERTISER 
BEST CONSERVED BY EXHIBITOR- 
SUPERVISOR 


These exhibitors also point out that the in- 
terests of the advertiser are best consulted and 
eonserved by carefully editing and supervising 
all @lms in which an advertising message is 
to be convered. To obtrude a cmmercial 
preduct on the patron or to frequently repeat 
{ts name may often defeat the very purpose 
of the national advertiser. Take an example 
from another field of advertising. The house 
holder resents having his mailbox clogged up 
with a mass of circulars, and the article thus 
advertised will rouse bis resentment rather 
@on awaken his interest. He will be far 
more apt to give bid attention to a letter sent 


by first-class mail on decent stationery and in 
intelligible phraseology. 


STANDARDS TO BE ESTABLISHED 


In speaking to a representative of The Bill- 
board Sydney Cohen, who is leading the fight 
against improper screen advertising and for 
Proper compensation to the exhibitors for ac- 
ceptable advertising messages, said: ‘“The ex- 
hibitors of the country will establish certain 
standards for all so-called ‘industrial’ and 
‘educational’ films which are to convey an ad- 
vertising message to the patron and for which 
the producer expects to get paid from the na- 
tional advertiser. Unless such standards are es- 
tablished our screen will soon be flooded with 
all kinds of advertising propaganda, and our 
business will soon feel the bad effects. These 
standards will exclude films of the type of 
‘Heads Win.’ Such films do not entertain the 
patrone a little bit, but simply disgust them. 
I dowbt whether they benefit the advertiser who 


seeks to reach the public in that way. The 
ethibitor must edit all his films, but none 
need more careful attention than these ‘edu- 
cational’ and ‘industrial’ films with an adver- 
tising message. Exhibitors also want to give 
some thought to the question of the frequency 
of these advertising films and to their proper 
Place on the program. Just as editors, as a 
rule, do not print their editorial articles be- 
tween advertisements of soaps and patent medi- 
cines the exhibitors do not want these ‘ads’ 
right in the very heart of thelr program.”

Thumbnail Sketches of Exhibitors Who Have 


Done Something for Their Fellows 


No. 2—HARRY OSWALD SCHWALBE 


Mr. Schwalbe in these latter days has been 
known rather for his organizing and executive 
activities than bis work in any otber branch 
of the motion picture field, but his old friends 
know him as a thoro showman, with a keen 
knowledge of public taste and 4 very fine 
appreciation of the value of good management. 
Mr. Schwalbe came into the motion picture 
field via the musical routs, being in addition 
to his other accomp ishments an excellent tuba 
player. I am afraid that he bas not had much 
time lately to indulge his taste for music, but 
I know he likes nothing better. Mr. Schwalbe 
entered the motion picture arena (permit us 
to substitute ‘‘arena’’ fir the hackneyed and 
somervrnat vulgar word ‘‘same’’) when it was 
really and truly in its infancy. That was some 
time before the formation of the Motion Pic- 
ture Patents Company. In those days the pro- 
Anecets were bidding for the patronage of ex- 
charg@..2, and Mr. Schwalbe was one of the 
earliest and easily the brightest exchangeman 
in the field. from a little basement (I think 
it was 47 North Tenth) in Philadelphia he and 
hig partner, the late James McAffrey, quickly 
edvanced into bigger quarters, and soon their 
exchange was recognized as the leading ex- 
change in Pennsylvania, being then known es 
the Electric Theater Supply Company. When 
the General Film Company wag created Mr. 
&chwalbe sold his exchange and was appointed 
general manager of General in Philadelphia. 
He held this position until he decided to go 
into the feature business. All this time he 
owned a number of theaters in Philadelphia 
and in various towns in Pennsylvanta and South- 
ern New Jersey. Later he became etrongly 
affillated with the Stanley Mastbaum Corpora- 
tien and helped to direct its great business. 
(Mr. Schwalbe had always been an ardent ®e- 
tiever in the independence of the exhibitor, and 
a mt consistent and powerfal opponent of all 
monopolistic tendencies within the industry. The 
organization ef the First National, which today 
is a great bulwark against producers’ domina- 
tion, is largely due to him and to J, D. Wil- 
liams, who bas been hiv Gdus achates these 


many years, (As both these gentlemen are 
ardent readers of Virgil they will understand 
my delicate compliment.) 

The influence of the First Nattonal In stabil- 
izing the industry and preventing the creation 
of a second film trust can not be overestimated. 
The strength of the organization today is in 
no little measure due to Mr, Schwalbe and to 
the implicit confidence which the members have 
in his ability and integrity. When not long 
ago an emissary of a well-known producing 
company came to Mr, Schwalbe and told him 
he had a proposition of much interest to make 
to him, Schwalbe gave him this answer: 
“If it is a proposition that interests me it 
must be equally interesting to every otheremein- 
ber of the circuit, so I'll give you a chance 
to make the proposition to all of them.’? fhe 
matter became known and a great “Loyalty 
Dinner” to Harry was the result. 

People in Mr. Schwalbe’s employ seldom leave 
unless they come under the head of etenograph- 
ers and typewriters, and these are always lia- 
ble to leave the machine for the domestic 
hearth. Many of his managers have been work- 
ing for him ever since he opened his first thea- 
ters. He inspired not only confidence, but loy- 
alty. He not only believes In but most con- 
scientiously practices the doctrine of theSquare 
Deal. 

Rushed with work as the head of a powerful 
organization he never forgeis to play,eand, as @ 
playboy, he has some speed. Dew men in this 
world could hold the leadership in the First 
National and in the Scrap Iron Club at the same 
time and with equal success, but he does it. 
Mr. Schwalbe’s family life ie a particularly 
bappy one. Mrs. Schwalbe is a direct de- 
scendant of Benjamin Franklin, accomplished 
and a charming hostess. His only boy has Just 
returned from France, where he rosd@ from the 
ranks to a commission; one of his dangirters 
ja married to an officer in the regniar army 
in California, The other daughter is the par- 
ticular apple of her father’s eye, having been 
born only about seven years ago.

DO NOT WAKE THE SLEEPING 
DOGS OF CENSORSHIP 

The censorship peril is by no means 
dead, it cnly “sleepeth.” In all our 
censorship fights (and I have taken 
part in quite¢a few of them) the great 
rock on which we could safely build 
was public opinion. Sound American- 
ism revolts at censorship of any kind. 
The motion picture industry, however, 
must deserve this favorable public 
opinion by avoiding every offense 
against public decency. The lawmak- 
ers are never impressed by film pro- 
ducers or their paid lawyers, who are 
talking, not from conviction neces- 
sarily, but mainly for the purpose of 
earning a fee. Indeed, we all remem- 
bér that some of the producers, among 
them Paramount, not only did not op- 
pose censorship, but actually sent their 
lawyers to Washington and publisly 
advocated censorship.

Take 
your condensers out every week or oftener, and 
clean the same way as instructed to clean 
lenses.

4 few suggestions as how to get the best re- 
gults in projection carbons: 

The length of the A. C. arch should be 1-16" 
or 1-8". A good steady arc and high candle 
power can#e always maintained by holding are 
within this range. A long are produces loss of 
candle power; also the arc travels around the 
edges of carbons, producing very poor screen il- 
lumination. Do not freeze your carbons after 
once starting arc, as you will destroy your 
crater, which affects screen results, Set the up- 
per carbons at a S33-degree angle, with lower set 
slightly forward in a vertical position. This set- 
ting gives the best results on the screen. I find 
the national A. C, special carbons are the best 
for A. C, current, and bave used them for a 
long time on all kinds of current and screens. 
Now with the direct current there is but one 
crater, and that is the top carbon. Always use 
a larger carbon in top on D. ©. current, so as 
to get a large crater. Set carbons the same as 
you do A, C. current. For 50 amps. A. C. use 
5-8 upper and lower; on 70 amps, A. C. use 34 
upper and lower, and above that (80 amps.)

Dirty, ofl on lenses, finger prints in putting 
lenses back in machine, poorly ground lenses, 
lens opening too small, lens not put together 
right. Can name a number of other causes, bat 
the everyday operator will have about such 
causes I have named, What causes pictures 
to jump on the screen is dirty sprockets, ten- 
sion not tight enough, sprocket under cut, star 
wheel shaft bent or sprung, bad aperture plate, 
cannet tighten enough to star. Sometimes a 
jump will be caused by @ camera, or in drying 
fim. Set front shutter at smallest poiat of 
light ray to get all the filcker out of picture, 
and use as small blades as you can to get less 
ficker and more light.

WANT NEW EW COINS 


To Meet the Exigencies of the Tax 
Situation 


The campaign for a 2-cent and 16-cent coin 
imaugurated by the National Association of the 
Motion Picture Industry has resulted in the 
introduction of two bills in Congress by Con- 
gtessman Danie] F. Minahan of New Jersey, & 
member of the House Committee on Coins, 
Ww ts and Measures. 

nee the enactment of the Revenne Bill on 
admissions to theaters the necessity for making 
change at the bor~«ffice has occasioned an 
epprecdable delay in disposing of the line of 
ticket purchasers, and some of the smaller 
motion picture theaters were compelled to raise 
their price of admission so ag to take in the 
tax and thus do away with the making of 
change as nearly as possible, 

Other trade industries which will be greatly 
benefited by the enactment of these bills will 
be newspapers, magazines and periodicals, tele- 
phone and telegraph companies, soda fountains 
and candy stores, railroads ang other trans- 
portation lines. 

Newspaper publishers want a 2-cent coin be- 
cause 2 cents ts now the standard price for 
daily papers. Motion picture theater men want 
a I5-cent coin because 15 cents is rapidly be- 
coming the etandard price for picture show 
admissions, With these two great mediums of 
publicity in favor of these measures it is only 
patural to expect that their joint agitation for 
the bills before Congress will bring forth re- 
cults. 

If there was ever need for a 2cent piece it 
is now. There is a noticeable shortage of small 
silver coins almost everywhere today and it 
ig believed that in view of the public demands 
for this new coinage, coupled with the fact 
that the film industry and the newspapers are 
working jointly for the same, that the director 


of the Mint, Roy Baker, will give his approval 
to the measures. 

The public will be greatly benefited by having 
a -cent coin between the dime and the quar- 
ter. The 15,000,000 people who daily patronize 
the 16,000 motion picture theaters in the Uniteq 
States will be greatly convenienced by the 
issuing of such a coin. 

It would facilitate the handling of these mil- 
Mons of motion picture patrons who are put to 
@ great annoyance and inconvenience in crowd- 
ing theater lobbies while waiting for change. 
Motion picture theater patrons are often 
forced to wait in line on the sidewalk during 
inclement weather owing to delays in making 
change at the box-office, a condition which has 
grown much worse vince the termination of the 
war, ‘due to the return of the soldiers and 
civilians and the conscantly increasing popular- 
ity of the motion piciure theater.

THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

A poor farmer’s family living the life of the 
poor whites in Kentucky is pursued by hard 
luck. The eldest son is called away to war 
and perishes on the seas. The mother, whose 
jdol the boy had been while living, goes to the 
place in the rustic cemetery, where she has 
erected a rude memorial cross in remembrance 
of her son. She is accompanied by her hus- 
band, whom hopeless poverty hag robbed of 
{ath in the Divine Goodness and Providence. 
Alter praying for some time to God the spirit 
of the deceased appears beside the memorial 
cross, the mother is made happy and her 
faith renewed, The unbelieving father is 
converted, and wife and husband return to 
thelr faim, where, upon the very next day, they 
4 oll, which removes thelr poverty forever. 
L i up with this story and having only the 
most slender connection with it ig the tale of a 
jalr of human monsters, man and wife, who 
til a neighboring farm. These two repulsive 
homwan beings have years before murdered an 
immigrant girl, the murder having been wit- 
nessed by a little girl, the child of a country 
peddier. This child was adopted by the poor 
farmer and hired out to the wicked pair to re- 
eve the poverty of her friends, She is in 
love with the surviving son of the farmer. The 
story takes up the adventures of the poor girl 
in the house of the murderous pair. in the 
end the murderers are delivered to justice, the 
poor farmer becomes an oi] magnate and the 
young folks get ready to marry. 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 


Of all the Griffith productions (and I have 
seen most of them, from the old Bilograph days 
to these latter days) this is about ‘the weakest, 
containing the smallest proportion of enter- 
tainment. Mr. Griffith has allowed himself 
to linger with altogether too much detail over 
the horrible, the disgusting and the revolting. 
The repulsive manifestations of a lecherous 
spirit in a human body are drawn with a min- 
Uteness which may be interesting to the student 
of psychopathy, but which is simply disgusting 
to the normal-minded men, women and 
ebildren who visit motion picture theaters. The 
same is true of the scene where the monster 
in skirts poises first the barrel and then the 
butt of a revolver over the head of sleeping in- 
Rocence, uncertain evidently whether to murder 
by shooting or by crushing in the skull. The 
same is true of the scene where the monster in 
Pants snenkingly watches the young girl un- 
Gress. The same is true of the most horrible 
of all the scenes, where the beast pursues the 
ttle girl from the ground floor to the second 
floor and thence into the attic. We dare not 
think how fearfnl the suspense must have been 
in building with as many floors as the Wool- 
Worth or the Singer Building. Mr. Griffith 
shows us with his unrivaled mastery of detailed 
Visualization how the girl at last up in the at- 
tle tries to hold down the trap door, which 
alone separates her from the beast. How the

Really there is not much of a story, even 
for a skeleton. A professor, who afterwards 
turns Out to be a lunatic, wants to experiment 
on the life of a young man named Brown.

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 
What can a reviewer say after the public 
has recorded its verdict by aim st mobbing the 
theaters where this fim is being shown?

@ifference does it make what he says now that 
the box-office test has been applied? The 
picture starts out with a lot of lengthy sub- 
titles telling about a great psychologic! experi- 
ment, but all this is the merest camouflage, 
for, before we are half a minute in the pic- 
ture proper, Doug. eats an onion, a lobster, a 
mince pie and a Welsh rarebit in rapid succes- 
sion, and after that the whole show belongs to 
him and the crowds do little more than gather 
breath for a new burst of laughter.

THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

Pierre Fournel is known in the province of 
Quebec as a violinist and composer, who has ap 
almost reverential love for his little eister, 
Gabrielle, and a high regard for his ardent 
admirer, La Touche, a pastry maker, who be- 
Neves in his friend's genius, Unknown to 
Pierre the little sister has had a love affair 
with a villain, Rouget, who has tricked her in 
a false marriage. A wealthy New Yorker, 
Kathleen Noyes, is spending the summer in the 
village with her flauce, Blake, @ dissipated so- 
ciety man, She becomes interested in the mu- 
sictan and presents him at a social affair. 
Pierro learns that his sister is to become a

mother and, believing «that she is Rouget’s 
wife, gives up his savings to shield the wretch 
from arrest. Rouget wants Gabrielle to rob 
her benefactress of jewels, but she refuses, and 
he throws her over the balustrade to the 
ground. She is badly crippled. Blake, jealous 
of the violinist, conspires with Rouget to dis- 
credit Pierre in the eyes of Kathleen, and he 
is arrested for the theft of a pearl necklace. 
Kathleen refusing to appear against him, he 
is discharged. At a terrific encounter between 
the brother and Rouget Gabrielle confesses the 
truth of her false marriage and Pierre seeks 
revenge for the dishonor done his beloved sis- 
ter. Rouget cowed, now goes to the church 
to marry Gabrielle, and the baby is also 
christened. Kathleen, learning of the wicked- 
Bess of her lover, Blake, stops her wedding and 
comes to an understanding with Pierre. 


THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

This picture reminds us of the sweetly tender 
stories of French-Canadian families, where 
brotherly love protects the little sisters, and 
the sacredness of home life is the chief consid- 
eration of the men of the house. While the 
interest is somewhat scattered with two women 
calling for attention, the spectator becomes 
~asnerated with the oldtime villainy, and the 
Weakness of the character of Gabrielle, who suf- 
fers so many indignities at the hands of the 
brutal Rouget. This makes the story mildly 
melodramatic, tho the star role kept Mr. 
Farnum ever under restraint, and his appear- 
ance conveyed the gentle dreamer of music 
end romance. He kept well within the atmos- 
phere of the provincial character, and such an 
interpretation will add largely to his repertoire 
of eereen heroes. A clever bit was given by 
Paul Cazeneuve as the pastry maker, La Touche, 
bet the two villains were constantly plotting 
mischief without any apparent reason for their 
malicious conduct. Locations chosen were ap- 
propriate to the theme, and while this is far 
from the best of Mr. Farnum’s productions its 
very dissimiliarty will attract for its novelty. 
There are no suggestive scenes, despite the 
despicable villain’s treatment of the girl. 

THE WOMAN'S POINT OF VIEW 

We miss the virile strength of previous im- 
personations, as well as the absence of love 
scenes. While a brother’s devotion is very rare 
and beautiful it lacks the sentimental charm of 
ardent Inve-moking. However, Mr. Farnum is 
always interesting.

Finkelstein and Ruben Take Stand for 
Freedom of Screen 


€t. Paul, Jan. 3—St. Paul is in the front 
rank in a big country-wide movement to beat 
Wall street control of the moving picture in- 
dustry. 

The Associated First National Theaters’ Cir- 
cuit, organized in New York, with Pinkelstein 
& Ruben, St. Paul operators, as prime movers, 
has for one of its main objects the freedom of 
the film from a rapidly developing moving pic- 
ture trust. 

While admitting that the new organization, 
which includes 5,000 independent theaters, 
would have this effect, M. L. Finkelstein today 
stressed the co-operative feature of the plan. 

“We simply got together to buy our own 
pictures,” he said. 

Trom New York comes the word that tho 
the principal object of the association will be 
to supply independent exhibitors with best pic- 
tures, the organizers say they will be render- 
ing a big service to the nation in preventing 
the moving picture industry from becoming a 
mere distributor of propaganda for a few big 
private interests. 

By buying majority interests in producing 
companies, distributing agencies and picture 
theaters New York financial interests have al- 
most gained a strangle hold on America’s 
“movies,"’ say the independent operators. It 
is daily becoming more difficult for an owner 
of a single theater, or of a small string of 
houses, to obtain pictures he wants. He is 
compelled, they say, to take what the picture 
“trust’’ will give him. 

Mary Pickford, Charlie Chaplin and other 
stars of the screen bave agreed to furnish a

AGREEMENT IS ENCOURAGING 


Ea ©. Warner, who is watching the railroad 
situation at Washington in the interest of car- 
nival éwners, is much concerned over the out- 
look for small organizations.

This, in a way, is made manifest by the 
agreement reacned January 2 to give the Inter- 
Stare Commerce Com.cission supreme authority 
in fixing railroad rates, with power to suspend 
and annul rate orders of Stote Commissions, 
by the Senate and House conferees in consider- 
“A the Esch-Cummins Railroad Reorganization 

ills. 

The commission, under the agreement, would 
be authorized to substitute its findings and rate 
orde~s for those of State Commissions when the 
lat‘er gave an unfair advantage to or dis- 
etiminated against interstate commerce. 

The agreement provides for little change in 
the existing law, but more definitely establishes 
the supreme rate-making power of the commis- 
sion and is designed to remove doubt, raised in 
Several cases before the Supreme Court, as to 
the authority of the commission Over local or 
interstate rates which conflict with interstate 
tariffs. The power of State Railway Commis- 
sions, however, would not be hampered nor en- 
cToached upon by the Federal Commission in 
the making of intrastate rates if such did not 
prejudice or discriminate against interests out- 
side of the State or interfere with interstate 
commerce. 

The agreement, Chairman Cummins announces, 
provides for the adoption of the Senate bi:l's 
Provisions, The house plan of «authorizing the 

eral commission to suspend State rates if 
s@ch placed an ‘“‘undue burden’’ upon interstate 
commerce, was believed to involve conferring on 
the commission power to supervise all State 
rates. 

If the agreement holds, it will prove dis- 
tinctly encouraging to showmen.

Over 30,000 tickets have been circulated thru- 
out Cincinnati, and many more, estimated to 
bring the circulation total up to 200.000, are be- 
ing issued for the big American Legion Jubilee, 
under the anspices of the Robert E. Bentley 
Post No. 50, to be held at Music Hall week of 
January 18.

Over 1,000 local people, including wives, sis- 
ters and sweethearts of the members will par- 
ticipate in the jubilee, and it is planned to have 
many free added attractions which will run 
gightly.
